The Figure 3 and 4 are inconsistent (please see attachment 1): 

Figure 3 shows PCBs 400 & 500 place directly on bottom chassis 300. Figure 4 
shows PCBs 400 & 500 place directly under bottom chassis 300. 

Figure 3 shows a mold frame 600 having an opening exposing a bottom surface 
of the bottom chassis. But Figure 3 does not show that the opening exposes a center 
portion of the bottom surface of the bottom chassis . What/where is a center portion? 
However, based on dimensions of bottom chassis 300 and opening in mold frame 600. 
the bottom chassis cannot place inside the opening.
